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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Raymond: 


My report, being the thirteenth in annual series, 
includes enrollment and organization, emergency pro- 
tection of school children, improved equipment, ad- 
vancement of health projects and other activities. 


The report of your enumeration officer for Septem- 
ber, 1941, shows that Raymond had enrolled in school 
211 children under sixteen years of age. If to these 
we add 44 local high school pupils above the age of six- 
teen years and 28 non-resident pupils, the total school 
membership is 283. Since its organization, the Sen- 
ior high school reached in September its largest en- 
rollment of 101 pupils. 

However, since the fall enumeration, industrial 
changes have contributed and will increasingly con- 
tribute to a reduction in the high school enrollment. 

There is a decrease of more than thirty per cent 
in the enrollment in first grade. . 

In the upper primary and intermediate grades, 
classrooms continue to be overcrowded. 

Following the employment last year of an addi- 
tional teacher to relieve overcrowded classes in grades 
four and five, the state aid for elementary grades in- 
creased by more than $900. Through the continued 
organization of classes in agriculture and home eco- 
nomics under federal approval, the total state and 
federal aid now received annually exceeds $5,000. 

In addition to the changes in regular teachers 
enumerated in Headmaster Young’s report, Mr. 
Dwight G. Stiles of New Hampshire University, class 
of 1942, was assigned to Raymond in September, 1941, 
for a half-year’s practice teaching in agriculture. Up- 
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on successful completion of the cadet period, Mr. Stiles 
was appointed substitute teacher of agriculture in the 
state training school in Orford. 


The recent emergency protection of school chil- 
dren does not anticipate an air attack directed against 
your schools. On the other hand it does anticipate that 
the defense of nearby military objectives may at any 
time subject neighboring areas to damage from our 
cwn as well as from enemy planes. For this reason 
shelter has been chosen in the least exposed sections 
of the building. By the use of steel screens and black- 
out panels of plywood the shelter is designed to afford 
reasonable protection, except from a direct hit by 
explosive bombs. 


In the event of fire or other serious damage to the 
school building, excellent auxiliary shelter has been 
generously provided in nearby homes. 


By well-organized drills the children are now able 
to procure overshoes and outside wraps and to as- 
semble in their designated shelter within five minutes 
after an alarm is sounded. Groups of older pupils are 
being trained to check and remove incendiary bombs, 
insert blackout panels in windows and doors, render 
first aid, and serve as emergency messengers. 


Worn equipment, involving excessive outlay for 
repairs and subject to rapid depreciation in exchange 
value, has been replaced by new equipment. The pur- 
chase of some additional equipment also has been 
necessary. 


Two typewriters were recently replaced with new 
machines in the commercial department. A “Sund- 
strand” adding machine was also purchased for the 
part-time use of office classes. In the home economics 
rooms one treadle sewing machine has been replaced 
by a new machine of similar type and a cabinet elec- 
tric machine added to meet local and state require- 
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ments. A dozen new steel chairs add to the conven- 
ience of the sewing classes. A much needed office 
desk with concealed typewriter stand has been placed 
in the headmaster’s office. A large electric clock, the 
gift of the graduates of last June, is located in the 
lower corridor where it is particularly appreciated 
in timing the bell signals. 


Twenty steel cabinets have been added to the ward- 
robe facilities that now accommodate eighty individ- 
uals. It is hoped that eventually all of the 140 junior 
and senior high school pupils may be provided with 
individual lockers. 


Health projects have been continued and nutri- 
tional services advanced. 


During last year the School Nurse, Miss Margaret 
E. Cronin, made 325 pupil examinations. Her visits 
included 240 to schools and 308 to the homes. 


Through the loan of audiometer equipment, 
granted for a few days by the State Board of Edu- 
cation, your nurse has been able to make systematic and 
thorough tests of hearing among pupils from the inter- 
mediate and upper grades. The results indicate that 
eight children are handicapped to a serious degree by 
defective hearing. These are receiving special in- 
struction in lip-reading classes. 


At the dental clinic, conducted by Dr. Mayo in 
April and May, eighty-seven pupils were treated. Sev- 
enty-six of these received complete care and dental cer- 
tificates. A total of 104 children received dental care 
at the local clinic or elsewhere. While there were 103 
fillings, it is worthy of note that only 11 extractions 
of permanent teeth were necessary. In the clinic 66 
paid full cost of treatment, three paid part cost, and 
18 received free care. This care was made possible 
by contributions from the local Red Cross and the 
Parent-Teacher Association. 
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Twenty-four pupils were examined by Dr. Kerr at 
the April clinic in Raymond. Ten of the 15 children 
who were underweight in September, attained normal 
weight by June. 


Several of these corrections in weight may be at- 
tributed largely to the school lunch service. 


Through the continued cooperation of the Surplus 
Marketing Association and the efficient direction of 
Miss Holmes, teacher of home economics, the hot 
lunches were resumed in January of this year. The 
menu for a typical day includes, 


Grapefruit Juice 
Fish Chowder, Oatmeal Crackers 
Gingerbread and Whipped Cream 


This year we were fortunate to secure through the 
federal community service program the appointment 
of Miss Ruth Knowlton to assist Miss Holmes and her 
pupils in the preparation of nutritious and appetizing 
lunches. 


Our nation is urging parents and citizens to en- 
courage the planting of school and home gardens by 
older boys and girls—-a portion of the produce to be 
donated to the schools for use in the preparation of 
hot lunches. Of greatest value are the non-perishable 
products, particularly potatoes and carrots—that re- 
quire no containers for their preservation. 


In recognition of the united efforts of your teach- 
ers and pupils it is worthy of mention that in the 
standard battery of achievement tests, given annually 
to all pupils in certain elementary grades and covering 
thoroughly the skill and content subjects, Raymond 
pupils exceeded the requirements in English and liter- 
ature, and met adequately the standards in vocabulary, 
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geography and spelling. Results from the solution of 
arithmetic problems were low. This subject presents 
a challenge for the coming year. 


In the Union Spelling Contest held in Candia last 
May, Raymond was represented by a team of three 
boys—-LeRoy Fogg, Norman Willoughby, and Donald 
Willoughby. Although Hooksett was the winner among 
the six towns, the Raymond team was only twelve 
points behind the winner. _ 


The judging teams from our classes in agricul- 
ture had good success both at Hopkinton Fair and at 
New Hampshire University, placing first in milk judg- 
ing at Hopkinton. Two boys won positions on the 
State judging team that will compete in the Eastern 
States Exposition at Springfield this fall. At the 
State University, Raymond pupils won first and third 
places in dairy judging, a third place in fruit, and an- 
other third in poultry. 


The Superintendent wishes to commend to. your 
attention and consideration the excellent report sub- 
mitted by Headmaster Hammond A. Young. The 
present schedule of teachers’ salaries was adopted in 
1930. A study is now being conducted for the pur- 
pose of establishing a basis for revision. The Super- 
intendent would also recommend that an increase be 
made in the salary of janitor. To give the school plant 
the excellent care and supervision demanded and to 
serve numerous extra activities, it has become neces- 
sary for the janitor to employ assistance and to pay 
for it out of his own salary. 


Your entire educational facilities are now, more 
than ever before, in demand for the use of school chil- 
dren and townspeople. At the present hour the 
schools are more and more concerned with the physical 
and mental fitness of our youth. Sound minds in 
sound bodies are demanded. 
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A public service is being rendered by everyone 
who in cooperation with the school nurse and teachers 
is seeking to make adequate diet, physical well-being, 
and health education available to every child in your 
community. For not only is health the basis of the 
individual’s well-being, but, as Disraeli remarked, it 
is the foundation of the people’s powers as a nation.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF HEADMASTER 


To Superintendent George H. Harmon and School 
Board of Raymond, New Hampshire: 


In June, 1941, Raymond High School graduated 
a class of twelve. Several are continuing their edu- 
cation in higher institutions of learning; one has 
joined the air corps, and the remainder are employed. 
Seventeen pupils were promoted to the 9th grade. 

The 8th grade held its annual prize-speaking 
contest in conjunction with the Home Economics. De- 
partment fashion show on June 5th. A friend of the 
school donated the prizes. 


There have been a total of 28 tuition pupils reg- 
istered in Grades 9-12 during the school year, 1941- 
1942. They have come from Candia, Chester, Deer- 
field, and Nottingham. There is one tuition pupil in 
Grade 8. A total of 101 have been enrolled in the 
High School. 


Mr. Parker Blodgett, who had taught agriculture 
and related subjects at Hollis High School for five 
years, was secured as sub-master and agricultural 
teacher when Mr. Sewell Gilman accepted the position 
of sub-master at the Plymouth Training School at 
Orford, New Hampshire. 


Miss Dorothy Connaughton, graduate of Boston 
University in 1940 with a master’s degree received in 
1941, was added to the Raymond faculty as language 
teacher and director of girls’ athletics to take the 
place of Miss Elizabeth Ratté who accepted a position 
in Haverhill High School. 


In November, Mrs. Henry Hastings became perma- 
nent substitute in the activity room when Miss Ruth 
Colby was released to teach in her home town of 
Litchfield, New Hampshire. 
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Biology was added to the course of study accord- 
ing to the recommendation in the report of 1940. The 
changing conditions in our country demand that our 
schools prepare the young people to meet the new cir- 
cumstances as efficient citizens and workers. It is 
likely that further changes will be necessary in the 
high school course of studies. It may be desirable to 
add some work experience courses which will train 
in specific technical lines. 


The athletic, dramatic, debating, musical and so- 
cial program has served as a means for mental and 
physical development. George Purinton placed on the 
all-state cross country team at the annual meet held 
in Durham last November. The debaters earned the 
privilege of attending the New Hampshire debate finals 
sponsored by Bates College at Lewiston. Financially, 
the athletic association closed its books in June, 1941, 
with a balance and a committee of the alumni audited 
them. 


Mrs. Catherine Hammond, lip-reading teacher, is 
rendering a valuable service again this year. There 
are only a few who have the opportunity to know the 
extent of her useful training. 


The Home Economics Department has begun again 
to serve lunches with an average of 70 pupils per day 
receiving the benefit of this program. 


The equipment of the school has been made more 
efficient by the sanding of many desks. 


My recommendations for the coming year are sum- 
marized in the following: 


1. Dark curtains should be put up in the 7th 
and 8th grade room in order to give the pupils the 
best possible of modern visual aids through educational 
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pictures, slides, etc. A moderate amount of money 
should be set aside to pay transportation charges on 
visual aids. 


2. The 1st and 2nd floor corridors and the stairs 
between should be covered with linoleum. 


3. Bulletin boards should be installed in all 
rooms except grades 5-6 where there is sufficient bulle- 
tin space. 


4. I suggest that a study be made of salaries 
paid in other schools similar to our own so that our 
salary schedule may be adjusted in order that we may 
retain the services of experienced teachers.
